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they were not provided with double discs. The manner in 
which boys here hold and beat time with long bits of slate, 
may be a specimen of the practice of using crotals. 



The Secretary of the Academy read a notice of an Ogham 
Stone found by Mr. Nevins in the County of Wexford. A 
rubbing of the inscription was also exhibited ; but it was so 
imperfect, from defects in the stone, that its publication in a 
wood-cut would answer no end.
